BRAINSTORMS

“Politicians also have no lene! because they are lies 
aiming at something beyond political life itself, power and 
glory, or happiness.”

Politicians will jump on anything that will help their 
cause, true or false. Recently the discussion of ‘Critical 
Race Theory” (CRT) has been a hot topic in politics. It 
also has spilled over into school board meetings across 
the nation with parents crowding the meeting rooms mad 
enough for steam to be pouring out their ears! It is not 
unusual to find a school board being berated on this sub- 
ject when their school isn’t, and hasn’t, taught it. We also 
find that many of those protesting the teaching of this sub- 
ject matter didn’t know any more about it than we did. It 
is amusing to watch a TV reporter start an interview with 
one of these protesters whose knowledge of CRT equates 
with ours and they not only can’t give a detailed definition 
for CRT, but admit they have no idea what it is about, but 
still don’t like it being taught in the schools. We have not 
heard of any of these protests in our area, but just in case 
it happens we want our readers to at least know what they 
are protesting if they decide to get mad. To get out of the 
uninformed group, and help our readers do the same, we 
Googled the subject and found a good bit if information. 

A couple of definitions are reproduced below. 


“Critical race theory is an academic concept that is more 
than 40 years old. The core idea is that race is a social con- 
struct, and that racism is not merely the product of indi- 
vidual bias or prejudice, but also something embedded in 
legal systems and policies. ... A good example is when, in 
the 1930s, government officials literally drew lines around 
areas deemed poor financial risks, often explicitly due to 
the racial composition of inhabitants. Banks subsequently 
refused to offer mortgages to Black people in those areas.” 


And here’s another helpful explainer via Brookings: “CRT 
does not attribute racism to white people as individuals or 
even to entire groups of people. Simply put, critical race 
theory states that U.S. social institutions (e.g., the criminal 
justice system, education system, labor market, housing 
market, and healthcare system) are laced with racism 
embedded in laws, regulations, rules, and procedures that 
lead to differential outcomes by race.” 

The basic idea is that racism is systemic in many of the 
institutions of America -- and that by acknowledging that 
reality, we can work to overcome it. 


It is not unusual to stumble upon some interesting tidbits 
on the internet. Of course, we have to be careful to sort 
out the nutty stuff as well. Monday afternoon we saw the 
first of a series on “Ancient Alabama” being published 
on <al.com>. The headline on this first of the series is 
headlined to catch a person’s attention. It reads something 
like “Ancient Alabama once had mountains taller than 
Everest”. While the headline was to catch attention and 
they really don’t know how high our mountains were, 
there is evidence that they were very much higher than 
what we see today. This is a series we are going to follow 

. . if we don’t “forget”. However not knowing when the 
next segment will be printed, it is possible our old brain 
will find something else to occupy the waiting time and 
never get back to this interesting series.

PASTOR’S CORNER

Those growing up in the Deep South learned about manners at 
an early age. Always say “yes sir”, “no sir”, “yes ma’am”, “no 
ma’am’”, “please” and especially “thank you”. There have been 
many a bar of soap consumed in the state of Alabama on account 
of forgetting any one of these simple phrases. Parents spend lit- 
erally hours teaching their children special code words to signal 
them when to use these polite phrases. 

“Mrs, Smith asked you a question. Now what do you say?” 
Any child not wishing to spend time burping up bubbles knew 
that was a signal for the phrase “yes ma’am”. This Pavlovian 
type response was a natural part of childhood. The longer you 
took to learn it the cleaner your mouth became. To this day I 
don’t even like the smell of Dial soap. One trip down the soap 
isle in the grocery store can cause a week’s worth of bad dreams. 

With that kind of pressure looming all the time, a kid was 
bound to slipup every once in a while. It was inevitable that you 
eventually give the wrong response, or worse yet, miss the signal 
all together. Of course, if you missed it more than once you 
might as well start looking for an after dinner mint. 

My dad was the football team doctor for our local High School 
for many years, Once when my brother was playing and I was 
about six or seven years old Dad took me down to the stadium 
with him to give the team their pre-season physicals. I was 
proud to be allowed entrance to the inner sanctum of the coaches’ 
office. The smell of soured grass and sweat told me that I was in 
a sacred place that only a select few were allowed to see. 

As my dad went about giving the players their exams, I day- 
dreamed of one day being a gridiron warrior and playing for 
coaches like Bryant, Landry, or Shula. I began to imagine hear- 
ing the crowd chant my name as I ran off the field with one finger 
held high in the air, having led my team to victory. Suddenly I 
realized it was my dad, not the crowd, calling my name, telling 
me it was time to go. 

An hour had passed, but I felt like we had just arrived. We 
stepped out of the air-conditioned coach’s, office into the stale 
August central Alabama air and the soured smell was intensified. 
Again I lost myself in dreams of running down that long hallway 
and out onto the field as the band played and the fans cheered. It 
was almost intoxicating. 

We stopped at the door leading out into the bright sun as dad 
and the coach exchanged pleasantries. I, still lost in thought, 
never heard the coach as he spoke to me. “Hey, little man, don’t 
be beatin up on your brother here. We’re gonna need him for the 
big Mcadory game.” I gave him no response, so he repeated. “I 
say, SON........ we're gonna need him for the big Mcadory game.” 

My brother began to panic, knowing the coach was going to 
think his little brother was a moron. Again the coach repeated 
himself, and again I was still somewhere on another planet and 
said nothing. My father’s blood pressure couldn’t take any more. 
He put his hand on my shoulder, squeezed, and gave me one of 
the signals. “Ken what do you say to the man?” Immediately I 
was brought back to reality. I quickly responded to the prompt I 
had been given. I very politely said, “Thaaank you”. 

My brother turned pale and walked quietly back into the locker 
room. My dad searched for something to say to make his idiot 
son’s response seem appropriate, and the coach just stared at me 
rather puzzled “like a calf looking at a new gate”. I sheepishly 
grinned and turned to walk back to the car and await my fate. I 
guess my dad figured that I had suffered enough humiliation for 
one day because the soap never came. My brother, however, has 
never let me forget it. 

Many times in our spiritual lives we get caught daydreaming. 
We get so absorbed in what we plan to do for God that we don’t 
to listen to Him tell us what He wants us to do. Often His plans 
are quite different than ours. Unfortunately, when we don’t stop 
and listen, we miss out on some of the blessings He has in store 
for us, and we might eat some soap in the process. “A man’s 
heart plans his way, But the Lord directs his steps” (Proverbs

For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers lit up the scoreboard once again 
last week in a 55-28 2A playoff win over Ranburne. The 
Tigers scored almost at will in the first three quarters to 
build up a big lead over their opponents and then gave the 
starters a rest in the final stanza. The run-happy offense 
rolled up over 400 yards on the ground on basic plays that 
it runs week after week, while the defense did allow some 
big plays in the passing game that will no doubt get some 
extra work at practice. It was a big win over a quality 
opponent and kept all Elba fans dreaming of even bigger 
wins as the playoffs continue. The win was the 10th win 
of the season and marked the first time since back in 2016 
that the Tigers posted ten wins in a season. The Tigers 
have now scored 485 points this season, the most since 
the remarkable run back in 2011 when they averaged 50.1 
points a game, and the point total ranks fifth all-time in 
Elba Tiger football history with possibly four games left 
on the schedule. 

**+* The Kinston Bulldogs continued their magical run 
and upped their record to 8-3 with their hard fought 10-6 
win over Central Hayneville. The Bulldogs have already 
set an all-time record for wins in a season, have clinched 
only their third winning record since back in 2001, and 
have allowed only 190 points in eleven games, the fewest 
points allowed in a season since back in 1987 when they 
allowed 172 points in 12 games. In the win last week, the 
Bulldogs could have easily given up after blowing a couple 
of scoring opportunities early in the game, but never quit 
playing defense and scored late to claim the win and add 
to their legacy.

‘Tigers, which claimed their first playoff win in 18 years 
and now owns an 8-3 record ** Hueytown clobbered 
Eufaula 50-13 and has now scored a total of 603 points in 
11 games ** Randolph defeated Fayette County 38-0 and 
Southeastern got past Lexington 43-28 for their first-ever 
playoff wins ** Class 7A Region 3 swept past Region 4 
for the second straight year as Hoover, Thompson, Hewitt- 
Trussville and Oak Mountain all won ** Enterprise posted 
a big road win over Fairhope to advance to the second 
round, but hasn’t won a second round game since way 
back in 1993 ** Hoover hasn’t lost a second round game 
since 1978 and is 27-1 all-time in second round action.

Tigers outrun Ranburne in playoff win

The Elba Tigers continued their winning ways Friday 
night with a big 55-28 win over the Ranburne Bulldogs, 
in first round action in the Class 2A football playoffs, at 
Tiger Stadium.

three carries and scored the Tigers touchdown on a 26-yard 
dash, and Wisecup again added the extra-point as Elba 
upped its lead to 14-6 with 3:29 left in the quarter. 

Ranburne put the ball in play at the Elba 35-yardline 
early in the second quarter after a bad snap on a punt 
attempt and the Bulldogs took advantage of the short field 
to get back into the endzone.

Ranburne put the ball in play near midfield to begin its 
ensuing possession and the Bulldogs again cut into the 
Elba advantage as the Bulldogs went 51 yards in three 
plays to score their third touchdown of the half.
